Cual lor I'ngo i'ago 

Wa.siiinoton, Fob. 5. — Advices receiv- 
ed here to the efFect that vessels had 
already been chartered to carry coal to 
Pago Pago, are premature. The navy 
departmont'hBVB not closed with the ship 
owners, but expect to do so soon, and 
then ship about 3,000 tona of coal from 
New York or Philadelphia to Pago 
Pag" coaling station. The last 
shipment of coal to this station was made 
in 1882, and this shipment has lasted 
more than sis years. The new consign- 
ment of coal laid down at Pago Pago will 
be pretty high jiriceil, tho fuel costing tlu' 
governinent about §4 a ton here, and from 
SJ2 to per ton for transportation. 

The vessel carrying it will probably be 90 
d.-iya in reaching her deatination, sailing 
by tlie way of the Capo of ( Jood Hojie and 
south of both Aiiatralia and New Zeal.ind, 
will probably traverse 10,000 miles before 
reaching the Baruoan islands. 

Bepnrnte Keservntions. 

Wasiiinoton, Feb. 5. —Most of the 
evening sesaion of the House was con- 
sumed in coiisidoratioii of the bill to di- 
vide a portion of the Sioux Indian reser- 
vation in Dakota into separate reserva- 
tions and secure relinquishment of the 
Indian title to tho remainder, about 
11,000.(H)0 acres.

ViKNNA. Feb. 4.— The funeral of the 
late Crown Urince Rudolph took place to- 
day. A profusion of mourning emblems 
were displayed iu all parts of the city, and 
Inisinous wna almost entirely suspended. 
The Emperor and Empress and Princess 
Stephanie attended Requiem Mass in the 
oratory of the ptdace, tho service ending 
about noon. The collin was closed about 2 
o'clock, and soon afterward the imperial 
family gathered around tbo catafalque to 
take a last farewell of the dead. .'Vbout 
1 o'cloek the Imperial family proceeded to 
tho church, whore thoy were received by 
Father Guardian. They then passed 
through the cloister into the church, tak- 
ing their places near three rows of pria 
dieux which had been set apart for the 
Eiiqieror and Eiiipresa, tbe King and 
Queen of the Belgians and the Austrian 
arciidukes and arciiducliu.ssos. Tho cata- 
falque was erected in tho middle of 
the cliiiivb, surrounded by elaborate 
eanilelabia. Tho church was heuvily 
draped with mourning. Shortly aftet 4 
o'clock tho coflin was carried to tho 
funeral car, and tiie nirtfije attirted for 
the Augustine Church, where the priests 
attached thereto awaited ita arrival. 
These jiriest.'s headed die corteye, and were 
followed by the state olliciala. Upim tho 
arrival of the funeral car at the cloister 
gates, the Emperor and King and 
Queen of the Belgiaiia entered the body 
of the church. All tho ministers 
high parliamentary officers and oflicials of. 
the imperial household were already pre- 
sent. Ai-chbishop (loiiglbauer met the 
collin at tbe entrance of the church, and 
preceded it to the interior, where ho bless- 
ed the body and sprinkled it with holy 
water. Tho choir then .sang "Libera me 
Domine." When tho coffin was about to 
be carried to the vault, the Emperor ap- 
proached it, knelt and prayed. Everyone 
present followed the coffin to tlie v,iult, 
where Cardinal Hohenioho delivered tbe 
body to Father Guardian. None of the 
ladies of the imperial family attended the 
funeral services proper, 

COLUMBIA EIVBB CANNERIBS. 

The Industry on the Wane, owing to Compe* 
tltion In Brltltb PQlmbta and Alaska. 

Mr. George T. Myers, a well-known 
cannery man, made tho following atate- 
inent to the Seattle Fost-Iiitelliijeiicer ou 
Monday, concerning the salmon canning 
industry on the Oolurabia River: — 

"They are now getting their boats and 
gear ready," said Mr. Meyers, "for the 
spring catch which begins in April. Tho 
industry, however, is on the wane. This 
is demonstrated by the fact that there will 
be 13 loss canneries run this year than 
there were two years ago. A fow of tho 
canneries have consolidated and moat of 
the cannery men have their eyes on Alaska, 
if they have not already established i»n- 
neries there. Others are Ibca'tirig'on the 
Sound juid in British Columbia. Thero 
will be but 22 canneries in operation on 
the Columbia this spring. To show how 
tho industry has decreased it needs but 
bo said that in 1883 the number of cases 
packed was 050,000, while in 1888 there 
were but 250,000 cases put up. This is a 
great falling oil'. " 

"To what do you attribute this great 
decline in the industry I" 

"Principally to labor unions, which put 
up tho price of lish so high that there ia 
but little or no prolit in tho business; also 
to the fact that the river has been over- 
fished and the supply thereby reduced. 
Besides this, there is the competition of 
Alaska and British Columbia. As labor 
is cheaper there and fish more plentiful, 
the Columbia river men cannot !put up 
fish as cheaply as they can, and there are 
aonio graded which are aa good as those 
of the Columbia River, and are driving 
the latter out of the market,"

ever extent may ajipcar by such decisiuu 
to be justly due by lliat ( li jvurnuient. " 

Tlie settlemunt arrived at with regard 
to the Sumas "Dykini; Laiids," appears to 
be eminently satisfactory to the province 
The matter was a difficult one to adjust, 
but caro has been taken that private par- 
ties who have purchased land in that diS' 
trict, in good fniti), will not suffer loss 
tlirouf^h any inisiindcrstaiuliiig that may 
havo arisen Ijetwecn the twogoverninonts 
It is clear that by the settlement arrived 
at tlu; province has lieeii saved from uii- 
cortaiu und expunsivo litigation, and has 
gained a substantial addition to tho 
revuuue. 

Mr. Robson's recommendations with 
respect to industrial schools were hoard 
with respectful attention. Although tho 
government undertakes to establish only 
four at present, it is not unlikely that tho 
number will be increased in tho not dis- 
tant future. 

The I'roviiicial Secretary askod for the 
appointment of cuunty court judges for 
Kaiiiloo[is, New W e.stiiiin.iter, Nanaiiiii 
and Victoria, sug^'esting tli.-U, tlie .salary 
should not be less than 8-, H'H a year fn.U) 
the first. The report recoiiiniend.s that 
throe county judges be appohited for th 
present, their salaries being ou the saim 
terms as in the other provinces — those are 
New Westminster, Nanaimo and Kam 
loops. 

The Minister of tho Interior recom- 
mends that tliu proposals to exchange tho 
railway belt for land in tlie Peace River 
district be not takiMi ioto cnnsideratioii, 
"aa it ihies mil apjiear lliat.siii'h cinisid- 
eration wi .uUl serve any useful ]iurpnhe so 
long as tho right i.iilie minerals in lho 
railway belt is still unsettled." 

The Minister o< the Interior dccliuc; 
to recommend the payment c^f the e.\peii 
IBS sf Judge Gray's journey to Washing- 
ton to present the views of the gov«rn- 
nient of British Columbia in tho matter of 
the Alaska boundary, but he does re- 
commend that a nautical survey bo insde 
of Portland Channel and of th(3 islands 
and waterways in the vicinity at the 
oiirlioat moment practicable, with a vitnv 
to tiie Hottlenient nf the intcrnatiuniil 
boundary. 

The Dominion (-iovernment having re- 
quested the Provincial Government to 
tlike chat|;e of the insane oonviots in the 
Penitentiary, the latter doolinod on the 
ground of their being no room in the 
asylum, and becau.so it was cnnsidurc^d 
undosirablu that eriniiiial lun.-iticH sl'.ould 
be associated witli ihoso lliat ;iro iiino- 
coiit. 

The Province is to bo congratulated on 
tho result of Mr. Robson'? mission to 
\wa. 



GONSEBVATIVE OPINION. 

Two of tho Btaunchosfc L'oiisorvativo 
no'fsijapors ni tho Dominion take tho 
ground that if there lis to .be any; change 
11 the Dominion Franchise law it should 
be the aboliiaon of property qualifications 
and the establishment of manhood suf- 
frage. The franchiso, tlioy coiitoiid, has 
boon made so wide that the diii'erence be- 
tween it and manhood siiirrago is almost 
nominal. The country would bo tho 
gainer financially by making tho franchise 
actually what it virtually is already, and 
no party and no class would bo politically 
tho loser. Neither would any principle 
be violated by tjiving the Franchise law 
what they contend is its proper, title. 
This is what the Speietator says on tho 
subject in a Into issue: 

It ia the habit of Conservatives to say 
that the Dominion Franchise act gives tlio 
people "practioal manhood sutlrage. " 
Wo think that is so; but would like to 
see the "practical manhood sull'iago" di- 
vested of the cumbrous, o.xpcnsivo and 
moat unsatisfactory accompaniments of 
revisiiig barristers and voters' lists, and 
ttondance at courts, and all the tinio- 
waatiiig, costlj' and bothor.soino nonsense 
which the exiating regulations make nec- 
ssary. If the jireaent act gives "practi- 
cal manhood suffrage," thero can bo no 
larm in giving theoretical manhood suf- 
frage as well. If every man can voto un- 
der the present rules, no iiiau can voto 
oiuler any other rules or uinler no rules 
wlnitover. There is no need what- 
ever for voters' lists. A system of rogis- 
tiHtion would bo <(uito sullicient and more 
etfeotive than any systoiu that can bo do- 
vised. The registration would be neces- 
sary only on the eve of an election, and 
could bo ordered at tho time of the issuing 
f tho olectioii writ. Then all tho expen- 
sive work involved in making and chang- 
ing voters' lists wuiild be unnecessary 
riie government which gave Canada the 
present Dominion fr.ancliiae act can give 
(Jaiiada manhood suH'rage without stretcli- 
ing its consciencu or its conservatism one 
hair's breadth further, and it is to be 
hoped that it will do it. 

The Montreal Ouzetk, iiaving discussed 
tho subject at considerable length in for- 
luor numbers, has in its issue of the 29kh 
lilt, tho following very significant editorial 
piinigrnph : 

The Oon.serval ivc jiarty in Parliament 
.ire invited tu carefully study the views of 
1 he Cciiiservat ive press on tho overweigiit 
of the machinery of the Dmiiinion fran- 
chise act. The liftli wheel to a wagon 
does not increase its load capacity. 

It is evident that if the (iovernment is 
open to outside intluenceit will, instead of 
altering and sim[)lifyiiig the machinery of 
tiie present Franchiso act. condemn it al- 
together, and replace by a new syitoni 
which, though not essentially difl'erent, 
does the same work in by 'a more direct 
nut a much cheaper process.

.4 SMTLEMENT IN SIGHT. 

The indications at this moment aro that 
the Samoan difficulty will bo quietly and 
amicably settled. Germany seems dis- 
posed to admit that its officials have goiio 
too far, and is evidently smoothing the 
way foe an easy descent. This ia, no 
ilouht, owing to the tlrm stand taken by 
I lie United States. Of course Gorniaiiy 
ij not afraid of tlie Pnited States. Itia 
very strung bntb from a military and. a 
naval point of view, and the ('nited 
.States, whatever its capabilities may bo, 
ia not in lighting trim just now. But it 
dues not suit Germany to make an enemy 
of the American nation. She has too 
many neighbors at homewho are ready to 
I'ounce upon her whenever they see a fnv- 
I irable opportunity to permit of her quar- 
reling with a distant nation for almost 
nothing. The Samoan Islands, although 
much has been heard of tlieiii lately, are 
nut by any nieaiia important from any 
point of view. Until this dilUculty with 
lieriiiaiiy arose very few had heard of 
them since they loft school. They are 
known ou the old uiapa as "Navigators 
Island*," and look like insignificant specks 
on the Pacific Ocean. And that ia what 
they really are comparatively. The area 
of tlio whole group is not more than a 
I housand square miles miles, and they are 
quite thickly inhabited, there being on 
I hem about 37,000 souls. The climate is 
ploaaant und nuich of the land is so fer- 
tile that tho natives can procure tho 
moans of living, as they consider comfort- 
ably, without w(jrkiiig very hard. A few 
ioroigners — Kiiglisli Americans and <ier- 
iiiiins- have settled on tho islands for the 
purpose of cultivating tho land and trad- 
ing. The islands are of importancs to 
trading nations as they are well situated 
fur a coaling station for vessels bound to 
.Australia. This is why it is the interest 
of them all that no one of them should get 
possession of tho group. As long as it 
remains neutral tlioy can nil use it for 
purposes of commerce, but if it became 
the iiroperty of one, an exclusive policy 
might bo adopted in times of peace, niid 
it would be unapproachable to cuio oi' 
more of them in times of war. It is pretty 
clear that the Germans wore not .con- 
tented with the arrangement come to be- 
tween thomselves and the Americans and 
English, and they consequently tried to 
find some excuse for annexing the islpds 
to their empire. They interfered ou one 
])rotoxt and another in tho (juarrols of tliu 
natives. They dethroned oiio king and 
put another in his jjlace, and tiiey won^ 
soinowliat active in endea\ ()i-iiig to keep 
their prot(%'i; mi the thnjiie. Their iiiter- 
ler(Micc was n'g.arded with indigiiatinn by 
tho majority of the natives and with 
jealousy by the English and Americans. 
There seems to be no doubt that if there 
had been no remonstrance from the 
))owers interested in maintaining the 
noutrality of the Samoan Islands Germany 
would before very long have added thorn 
to its possessions. But tho active part 
taken by the Aiiiorican Government has 

lit an end to ( iermnn intrusion, ut lenat 
for a time. In tlio c'lifcreiice that has 
been proposed, and which will most likely 
place, an arrangonicnt will probably ho 
made by which tho indopondenco of 
Samoa will be aooured. There is no 
likelihood that the conferring powers will 

ormi^ the islands to become the exclu- 
sive property of anyone of them. So the 
.Samoana will have to thank the mutual 
jealousy of the great foreign powers if 
they are allowed to possess their own 
land in pence.

1 am 
apoakiiifi simply to iiliow that wo have 
quart/, rich in uuKL I lui^rot, that- hi.s 
lioiior dill mil iiu'iilmii ihc ('aiUmo rail- 
■wny i|iii'.sliiiii. .\i) line iinl liviii.; in tliu 
nuiglibiirliiMnl can aiijnvcialo the need iil 
this railway, which i?, very i^ieally needed. 
I have mjide a niinilier of teals of gold ia 
Cariboo, and alwayn found salisfiiotory re- 
sults. 1 do mil pretend to be a scieiititiu 
mining engineer, but van appreciate the 
glowing prospects of our niineruls. I 
hope timt the iiuestion of a railway in 
Uuribod, will lie taken up in this Hinise 
at an early dale. 1 1 wo are content to ask 
for notiiing, we will u'et mitliiiiL;. If we 
ask — let tho wnilil, the 1 loiaiuiou (liiv- 
ernment know that we want the railway - 
we may get it. 'J'o my knowledge tho re- 
duction works at Cariboo are now ready, 
and will fill a want felt for niany years. I 
think ai.y man will au'ree that aiimcthin;,' 
must be dune in the inaller of a juvutiile 
reformatory. I am informed that the 
judges have in several uiKt.vtices refused 
to pas.s heiiLcoec on juvenile criminals 
broughl liefore them, who sliould not bo 
placed in as.snciatnm with hardened crim- 
inals, and who shoulil not bo allowed to 
mingle, unpunished, with the innocent. 
It is gratifying to me to make this reply 
to the speech trum the throne. 

Mr. 'rulniie, the jiniinr member for Vic- 
toria, rii.se I" si'coi d the re.s<ihitiiin. Mr. 
Speaker, said he, it is with much pleasuro 
that I rise tosec nnd the reunliition made 
by tho junior member for Cariboo. There 
are one nr two cpicstions that 1 would 
like to ispe.ik abniii. I denro to refer 
more jiartujulai ly to mir coal mines and 
their very sati.sf.iclorv iluvelnpments. .V 
mine ha.s been .siicce.-.sl ally npeiied dliriii;,' 
the past yi ar by tho lion. i\lr. Uuasinuir, 
which will nearly double the present out- 
])ut. He had much pleasure in seconding 
the ruBolution. 

Mr. Beaveii congratulated the mover 
and seconder upon their inuidnii 
eftorls in the lliiii.-<e. They liad 
liid symjiathy, as it w,-is dilliciill tn say 
iiuich upon a matti'r of which there was 
little siib.stanco. lie tlnnii^ht I here was one 
Bubjecl, for eiiiii^iat u!at inn m the address, 
and that was the general prosperity of the 
country, and this too iu the face of the 
fact that the present goveriiiiieiit did no- 
thing for it. (I)eri.sive laiitjhter). The 
government seemed in ilevnle tlieir 
efforts to legislatiiij,' loiriiey into their nwn 
pockets. The linn, meiiibef who nio\oil 
the aihlress had been a I'esident of Cari- 
boo since its early d;iys, and liad endcav- 
orcj in every way to pionintu ius pros- 
Jierity. (Hoar.) It was Cariboo that had 
made this country. [Voice. It made 
you.] But so far as the prosjiority was 
concerned it was not duo to the present 
{.government. The foundatinn of that 
limspeiify was Liid ni.my years befnie 
they ever caiiii! intn nlliee, He believed 
thai, llie tidal wave nf prnsperity, which 
had bcLinn in .Sniithein California, was 
tlowing northward, and in a short time he 
fell assured we would rapidly advance in 
[lopulation and wealth. Tho revenue of 
this jiroviiieo was small in cnmparison 
with its extent and capabilities, and 
while it had evcceded t he estimated re- 
ceipts, yet he felt assured that later on 
the tii^'iires submit 1 ed wnidd oreat ly chan(;e 
the cheerful stalement made in the 
speech. Ho trusted that tho land system 
at present followc'd by this government 
would be ladlrally ch oired this session, 
and t hat lands Inr pro eiiipl ion 
would be deliiiiiely Ine.iied in order 
that iiitoiiiliie^ .settlei.s cniild readily .Se- 
cure Incatinns. He also IriHtedthat ho 
would have the support of the^hoii. majn- 
bur for Esquimalt in seduring ' legislation 
against the securing of largo tracts of 
lands for Kpeeid;ilnis. Lands could be 
HOciireil ill tins ]iin\iiue in a manner 
which wniild imt bi' iliniii/lit of on the 
other side nf the line. With rej,'ard to 
the test wm l;s e.-t.ali i In il In 1 1 irkervi lie, 
ho had heard a niti .■■ni ,,,,,,iiient than 
that nmde by the junior member for 
Cariboo, but he hopeil it would prove in- 
correct. Thu mill which had been erected 
was one simply for testing and not iov 
custom. The latter would have been of 
flomo benetit to llie district. He also uii- 
derstoiid that the iiiaiiaoeinelit nf tho 
works u[) lo the preseiii had been any- 
thing but satisfactory. llnwover lie siij)- 
posod thoy wiiLilil learn later on tho jmr- 
^ ticulars in regard to tho matter. If thoy 
did not it would not bo tho fault of hon- 
orable mciiibern of tliis house. The 
present administTation mij;lit bo termed 
u niisBiimary j,'overniiu'nt. I'Jach year 
some niuinber of the ministry was suiit 
to Ottawa. The expenses for those 
. varied from .'?I,(KK) toSl.TOO, hut thu pro- 
vincial Hucretary had reduced it to §500, 
no doubt on account of his strict temper- 
ance principles. Tho hon. chief comt][)i8- 
sionur had visited Manitoba, on whatniii- 
aion he had at, lirst anxiously looked t6i-' 
ward to learning. He thought, perhaps', 
it was for the purpose of establishing a 
department of railwajTs, as the railway er» 



was upon, thorn. But ho learned later on 
that tho hon. chief coinmiHsinnor liad 
visited Manitoba to disposo of a band of 
cattle. All that tho province bad 
secured from this reniarkahle mission 
was the disposal of a band of British Co- 
lumbia horses. Tho osUblishment of 
cnuiity courts and judges'' promised had 
nut yet taken place, and tViore was nothing 
iu the speech rogarding it. He trusted 
the proniiHod additions to the legal iiia- 
cliiiiary of tho [irovince would soon be 
forthcoming. A supporter of tho govorn- 
ment in urging a return of a ineinbor of 
this house had put forth the statuinont 
that it was no uso in sending an op- 
position momher to tlie house, bocauso 
he would mil be iidinittud.tu tho govern- 
ment caucus, and that was where the real 
work wa.s done. Ho had always understood 
that wo had res|ioiiHible government, but 
if tho present secret sy dem was follnwi-d 
wo will Jiover have good gnverniiumt. 
iMoinbers who permitted tlieiuHelves lo ba 
lad into such practices were prostituting 
the privileges which wore accorded them 
by "their "election as members of this 
House." 

Hon. Mr. Vernon also compliinonted tho 
niovor and seconder of the resolution. Uo 
ivaa glad to see that they possos.sed a 
thorough knowledge of the subjects that 
thoy touched iijioii. They cerlainly had 
taken some decided interest iu the country 
ill which;thej have made their home. In 
respect to 'the Cariboo railway, he tliuught 
there was not a member in the Mouse 
that would not favor an enterprise of that 
description. Itwa3agreatundortakinf,',how 
ovor,and the Doiiiiiiioii ( iovernment would 
of necessity bo exiiected to assist in the 
work. He was sure that the I'rovincial 
House would (hi all iu its |)ower to advance 
llie undertaking. The development of 
coal mines was another very satisfactory 
showing. Every right mindod man must 
rejoice when any industry in any portion 
of the province showed a marked progress, 
for directly or indirectly it must 
necessarily benelil, I be whole ciiiiiuiunity. 
llo also wished to coiiipliniont the 
leader of the O[ipositioii on the light 
humor in some of his remarks. It was 
not often that the leader of the ()|ipositiou 
indulged in humor, which was not nii::ed 
with a cortain vindictivoness, showing that 
his desire was not so much to benefit the 
country, as to get over on theOovernment 
benches. He hoped that the leader nf the 
Opposition would eniitiuue In favnrthe 
House with his humorous anec- 
dotes unmixed wilh iii.dicc. In 
referring to his visit to .Manitoba, 
oommoutod on by the leader of the 
Opposition, the Chief Coiiimissinner 
stated that it was a purely pi i\ ate 
trip, which he had thuroiighly en- 
joyed and which bad resulted in the 
aci|uisitiou nf a gre.at aiiioniit of useful 
knowledge, which he would try to use for 
tho benetit of the ])r»viiice. He did not 
believe the public would blame him or 
any member of the government fur at- 
tending to their own business. Unfor- 
tunately his place of business was remote 
from the capital, il'he hon. leader of tho 
Op|iositioii and his collea|;iie.s when in 
power had their luisiness in Viclnria and 
it was convenient fur them lo attend In it. 
ijo far as Ids business trip was concerned, 
ho did not think the public would caro 
much about it where the public business 
was not neglected nor iu anv 
way allowed to suffer. Tho honoir- 
ablo leader of tho Opposition had 
referred to low practices indulged in by 
the jireseiit gn\ ei nnieiil : he failed to nn- 
derstaiul the iinieiidnes, Liut ho Kuppn.scd 
iiioro specilic cliaigis uimld be preferred 
later on. Where charges were unsup- 
ported by facts thoy were not worthy of 
consideration. Tho land laws wore re- 
ferred to as requiring amendment. That 
was a subject worthy of consideration. 
With resjiectto the nuuieruus appbcat ions 
lor land in the < loveriinieiit Ca/.etto, the 
greater portion of the applicants u.su.-iHy 
failed to complete their purchases and sn 
forfeited the deposits. Iu his niiiiiion 
this was a matter fnr regn l. lie had 
been told th.it in snme poriioiis nf tho 
('nited .Stales the pnlicy they considered 
beat to follow was to allow the public 
lands to get into priva'e hands as soon as 
possible, for then they were taxed and 
yielded a revenue. The I.egiHlat iiru nf 
this jirovince made its own laws and ho 
failed to see that they required any 
aniendinent at tho present time. The 
sale of lands wag cnnsidored a proper and 
legitunate source of revenue in all new 
countries. The gross amount sold up tn 
the present time would scarcely 
bo missed out of the inillimis 
uf acres lying to-day uiisnld and idle 
and returning no revenue whatever. 
When tho hon. gentleman was in pnwer 
he offered to every settlor who would 
come on them 260 acres of land free, and 
oven then could not induce settlement, 
for his government was a failure. The 
jirosent government had increased the 
price of speculative land In ^2,511 per 
iienv There Wfre niillions of acres nf 
land in the Province available for .settle- 
inont, but unfortunately they were far ro- 
moved from railway facilities, and before 
they could come within the mar- 
ket would require railway connecti 
This would bo understood when it i 
considered that two-thirds of the prnvince 
lies north of the distrit^t of Caribod. The 
province at the present time was unable 
lo construct these railways, but he trusted 
that a movsniont in this iluectioii couh 
be made iu the near future. Again rc 
f erring to the hon. leader of the opposi- 
tion's insinuation concerning low prac- 
tices, tho Chief Commissioner said that 
fliey were unworthy of any linn, gentle- 
man as a iiieinber of the llmisc, and nf 
tho leader of the nppnsilinu who was 
highly reBiicclcd outside of it. (Hoar, 
hear. ) 

Col. Baker wished to add his congratu- 
lations to. the i^over and saconder of tho 

resolution, and also to congratulate 
the leader of tho nppi isirioii. 
nil his reciivcry I II Ileal! h. llo was very 
much aiirj)riaoil at tho remarks nf i be 
leader «if tho Opposition in regard to the 
laud vuestion. N'othing so much advanced 
the iiitorosts of the country lis tho sale of 
all land in the province. If thu govern- 
inont could find responflible imrchasers 
fnr tlitdr land, it wnnld be well tm- tbciii 
lodis|inse of every acre at onei!. As 
every acre nf laml snkl becoines at niico a 
source of reveuuo, while the iiicrcaHu in 
I ho population ia t he only thing to make 
tho country jirosperous. lie could not 
soo how tho leader of tho opposition could 
advocate the restriction of land sales. In 
regard to test mills, they were to assist 
tho ordinal^ miner, not a move on the 
|iart of tho govcriunent, to 
smelt ore as a b,:siiie.ss \iinture. 
It was to enable the miner to te.st the 
value of his ore. The work has lirst been 
done at Cariboo, tho largest mining dis- 
trict in tho country. Kootonay would 
come next, as second in importance. lie 
hoped never ,to sep the .government re- 
strict tho occupation '.of- land by set- 
tlors, and was anxious that the good work 
in regard to sm,elting works should go 
bravely on. 

Mr. Bole added lii.i congratulations to 
the niovcir and seconder of thu reply. In 
legnril to the spooch itself, ho folt dilli- 
cully in dealing with it. The oppositinii 
had .always stood to their convictions, and 
had never been afraid of th(! array of 
mombors against llioiii. Uea.soii and 
argumont, ho allirnied, were nevor used 
in tho treatment of jiublic allairs by the 
govornmont. Gontlenion who, outside of 
the Llouse ho respected, when they caino 
into tho House became simply the pupiiits 
of the jj government. The loader pulled 
the st'rinis ami his Rupportera voted ac- 
cordingly. The Bpeecli fr(Un the 
throne put him in mind of the bill of faro 
at two boarding houses. One gave bacon 
(Oontim^sd on Fags Four.)

and beans every day in tho woek, but the 
other varied the bill by giving bacon and 
beans ono day and the next beans and 
bacon, thus relieving Ihu nionulony of the 
farmer. Tho speech of tho present year 
was the bacon and boana of the beans and 
bacon of laat year, without the good 
qu iHties of those eatables. Tho present 
government claimed that tho prosperity 
of the province was altogether due to 
them. This was somewhat remarkable, 
for they would hardly claim to bo respon- 
sible for the good rim of salmon laat year, 
or tho results achieved from tho salmon 
liatchory. Ho, with others, had heard 
rumors regarding the mismanagement of 
the monies voted lust year for the 
establishment of test works, and he 
trusted they would hoar more about it 
later on. The statomont regarding the 
increase of reveiiuu was vague and mis- 
leading, for he believed the province had 
been in tho habit, to use a homely 
espression, of "eating the oalf in 
the cow's belly," or expending the 
revenue before it had been roceived. 
Tho government were very meagre in giv- 
ing information. With regard to the 
Skeena matter he thought the government 
wore much to blame. "C" Battery were 
as line a lot of men as could be found any- 
where, and wore a creilit to the Doininioii, 
and it proved what a niagnilicent stuiiding 
army might be raised when necessary. 
Me thought, however, owing to smalliiess 
of numbers, that in the event of a hght 
having occurred, tho aemi-barbarous in- 
habitants of the Skeona would have had 
the best of it. Happily tho war 
wan a bloodless one, and the main (pies- 
tion now was, who was tri pay for the hol- 
iday parade I As the Indians wore tho 
wards of the Uuminion (iovernment he 
thought that they should pay tho expense 
of keeping them in order. He could not 
seo where tho "moral eftbct" came in, as 
there had boon no cloak between the two 
partitvs. He suppusod later on they would 
learn Hdiiiething of the mission of the 
Hon. Provincial Secretary to Ottawa. He 
was pleased to suo that the conaulidatioii 
of the statutes had been coiirjleted. So 
far ns the juvenile reformatory was con- 
cerned, he thought it should go further, 
and embrace reform in members of this 
House. With the leader of the ojipoai- 
ti<in, ho believed that tho system of gov- 
ernnient in this Province had changed 
from one of responsible government to 
that of arranging matters outside of the 
House, thus sluitting oft' di.'icuasioii 
when they came before them ii 
session. llo had no objection t 
the hon. chief commissioner's mission ti 
Manitoba. Ho thought if he possessed 
some tine leorses and was a minister, he 
would (inly be too glad to take them along 
with him and have them in Manitoba at a 
good advance in B. C. prices. Ho also 
coincided with tho remarks of the member 
for Kootenay, when he expressed tho hope 
that as much capital as possible would be 
induced to cumo to the country. Ho 
Would like to see capital in money and 
iiiUBcle pouring in; but he did nut think 
in reiiuito districts of the province that an 
offer of 250 acres would uiduco many ti 
locate upon them. In closing the hon 
gentleman said ho coincided with the 
prayer in tlie reply that Providence would 
guide the efforts of the legislature. He 
believed that it was necessary that I'rovi 
dence ahould help them when he consid 
ored tho action of tho present govern 
niPiit. 

The Hon. I'roviiicial Secretary, before 
proceeding to comment upon the remark.s 
of previous speakers, welcomed the mover 
and the seconder of tho resolution to the 
House and complimented them upon their 
remarks. He thought- thai a review of 
what had been said liy tlie iip[iiiMitio! 
members who had spoken was unnecos 
sary, and coiisei[uently would bo brief ii 
Ids remarks. One of the lion, gentlemen 
who had spoken had been good enough to 
refer to the present government as peculi- 
arly a missionary guverinnunt, and had 
referred particularly to two missions which 
he (tho |)rovinoial secreUiry) had himself 
undertaken. Tho hon. leader of the op- 
position had condemned tho mission of 
last yeiir as productive of no good, and a 
wanton expenditure of money. True, the 
hon. gentleman had paid him tho com 
pliment of sttying that he had been very 
economical and made tho bill of expenses 
as low as possible. Tho hon. gentleman 
had apparently forgotten that the mission 
h;vd been undertaken at the direct reipiest 
of the Dominion (iovernment. He could 
not see how this government could refrain 
from responding to the reipiest. Tho 
mission was in a manner cast upon them, 
although the (luestiuiis were all of niuri 
or less importance to tho country. The 
ijuestiuns to bo submitted woro stated and 
printed in tho sesBional papers. All tlu 
questions were fully discussed and brought 
to a satisfactory concluaioii. Other (iiib 
lie (piestions were also discussed and 
mentioned in the sessional jiapers. Prac- 
tical results from the nnssion havoali eadi 
been attained. For instance tho Dominion 
goroniment agreed to appoint two addi 
tional County Court judges. 

Mr. Boaven — Have they done it ? 
Mr. Rubson proceeding. For what- 
ever tliey have failed tu do we canniit bo 
blamed. They agreed to the ajipoint- 
inent, and the hon. leader of thu opposi- 
ti(jii cannot say that tho blame in any way- 
lies with this government. The ipiaiitity 
of subsidies to certain railway systems 
was also discussed. It would peihaps 1 
unbecoming in liini to say iliat thruiiL.'li 
the niissiuii the Dmniiiion gnverninuni 
agreed to pay a subsidy of .So, 200 per mile 
for the .S. it ( ). railway. 

iMr. Heaven — Have they done it? 
Mr. Robson, continuing. They passed 
an order in council, and there is no dan- 
ger of the Dominion governmeut violating 
their agreement. 

Mr. Bearen — flow about the railway 
belt? 

Mr. Robson — That does not appear in 
the ollicial viail. 1 may say, lunvever, 
that tlio subject- of an exchaiigo of the 
railway belt in British C<iltinibia for land 
ill the I'eace River ccnintry was discu.ssetl. 
Mr. Robson then proceeded to remark 
that tho exchange was looked upon as 
perliai)."} tho best way out of certain diffi- 
culties. The (|iieslion was discus.sed with 
a very fair promiBC of a satisfactory solu- 
tion. Nothing doliiiite could bo stated, 
however, until the precious metals case, 
now before the courts, had been decided. 
In regard to his last mission to Ottawa, 
the papers would be placed before the 
House immediately, and ho thought even 
the loader of the ojiposition would ailinit 
that tho results wore satisfactory. In re- 
gard to tho remark made in reference to 
the payment of ux|K!nHes in connection 
with the .Skeena ox|)edilion, ho had suc- 
ceeded in inducing tho Dominion (iovern- 
ment to pay all oxpensos as far as the 
military were concerned. (Applause). Tho 
only expense to bo borne by the pro- 
vince WHS tho oxponso incurred by tho 
[iroYincial constables. In regard to 
a remark by tho hon. iiienibor 
from WeHtminstiir city in reference 
to tho Skeena dilliculty, he was sorry 
that ho (Mr. Bole) was of the opinion 
that he had exi)re88ed. As tho represen- 
tative of the army in this House, his opin- 
ion would be, of course, received 08 more 
important than it would otherwise. Mr. 
Bole had characterized as a foolhardy step 
the sending of "C" battoi-y up the Skeena 
and intimated that, as they were armed, 
the Indians might have surrounded and 
assassinntud them. Me understood that 
the hon. gantloman about that time had 
taken the precaution to retire from 
active aervice. 

Mr. Bola roie to state that his resig- 
nation had been seut in long before the 



Skeena war. Ho came, ho tiaid, of n na- 
tion of men that were never afraid to do 
thoir duty. His resignation had been 
sent in fully a month before the Skeena 
trouble. 

Mr. Robaon, proceeding, said that he 
was sorry that his hon. friend had 
not allowed hint tu pr(«ceed. He did not 
for a moment intend to iniputo cowardice 
to the lion member, but was about lo re- 
mark that having ret i red from active service 
he could look iipijii matters more tlispas- 
sionately and forma more reliable and ac- 
curate opinion, lie thought it was very 
unfair to insinuate that the govermnont 
sent "C" Battery up to be annihilatad. 
A better compliment to thu work of the 
govornmout could not bo paid than in tho 
fact that the leader of the opposition and 
his ablo lioutoniuit, with such a pitiful «t- 
tempfc at criticism a.s they had made, show- 
ed the [loorness of the cause they suii- 
ported, anil the commendable course 
U'dieii hy the government. A lengthy 
reference to every iiuestion to come be- 
fore (ho Mouse was not necessary in tho 
speech from the throne. It was not 
necessary that all matters to be disi ussod 
should bo mentioned. Whatever tho 
length or value of the speech the cry of 
the op])osition would never fail to bo : 
"There's nothing in it." lie cougratu- 
lateil and coniplinienli'd the mover and 
seconder of the re]ily, and had great plea- 
sure in weleoiiiing I hem to the riirht 
side of the House. He hoped, 
and felt conlideiit, that both would 
prove useful wiirking nmmbers, and would 
do fearlessly and intelligently whatever 
they believed to be in rlie public interest. 
Before sitting down he wished to express 
bis condemnation of the rtuiiarks iiiaile in 
regard to the want of independence iihowii 
among the members on this side of the 
House. Of tho 27 members of the House 
7 were said to be the only independent 
onos; while the twenty who voted with 
the government were said to be more pup- 
pets uf their leaders, who told them how 
to vote. 

Mr. Bole rose excitedly to correct his 
remarks. Wli.at he said was that 
the jiresent caucus system would 
ultimately lead to the members becoming 
iht) [nippets of those who pulled the string, 
(lixprossions of dissent). 

Mr. Robson protested tliat he had cor- 
rectly understood tho remarks made by 
iMr. Bole. If the same policy were to be 
jidopted by the government in speiiking 
<if tile opp<isilion it would be far more 
just. I„isl year tho government meni- 
bors were continually told that 
they wore more machines, etc., and 
now the hon. gentlemen of the 
opposition had resorted to the 
same dishonorable method of inaultinu' 
honorable and iiide[iendent supporters uf 
the government, not one of whom had 
ever been asked to vote agiiinst his own 
eonviclioiis. (Applause.) While differ- 
ences of opinion must exist, he hoped 
that no member of the House would for- 
get to always act for the best interests of 
tho country. 

Mr. Bole exphuned that' what he said 
in regard ttj "C" battery was that it was 
useless to send them to cope with a savage 
foe, anneil with obscihite weapons. In do- 
ing so the governmeiil was simply folhm - 
iiig the example set by the lm|)erii,i 
(iovernment at tho opening of every 
stivage war, in sending a baiul of line men, 
poorly equipped, to be slaughtered tirst. 

Mr. Semlin tlioughl very little li.id 
been said in tho .s]ieecli. In regard t^ the 
refnrni school, iiu reference was made tn 
il.^ location or the mnnber there would be 
in aitendance. When the government 
first came into power, eveiy good was ex- 
pected to come upon the pn)vince. He 
did not see that it had come. 
Me was extremely dissitisfied witli the 
ilolay in tho ojieniiig of tho House, wliich 
he considered uniieecHsary and veiy oli- 
jecliiinaMe. Then be uudcistoud lhat llio 
ditlicuhy of the exchange of therailu.iy 
beh, was likely to lie satistai-t. .rily adjiisl"- 
ed. If there is Ji probability of tho Do- 
minion government ruturning the belt the 
mineral case would naturally fall to the 
ground. If this was the ease, wlij- should 
it bo further carried oiW Me could nut 
see why the Dominion government sliould 
not readily accede to the wish of the pro- 
vince. Only tho timber and minerals in 
the belt could prove useful to thcDuininion 
governuieiit, and he could see no interest 
to the Dominion government in rutainiiig 
the possession of tho land. Ho thought 
thoro was a misunderstanding in what the 
leader of the opposition said in regard to 
the I raiisfer cjf (lublic land. Mr. Beaven 
w.'vs .averse to the diap(i.s,il of large <iuaii- 
tities of land to one individual, as such 
ilisposal of the land was of far less value 
to tho province than to actual settlors. 

Mr. Baker, rising to expl.-iin, con- 
tended that it was better to have the land 
taken U]i, if even in large blocks, am 
paying taxes, than not. iSoone w-ouhl be 
likely to t-tike ui) hind ;uid p.ay the wild 
land tax without improving the land and 
putting it to use. 

Mr. Semlin. continuing, criticised the 
remarks of the hon. the |irovinci.-il secre- 
tary. He thought that he wa.s the one 
lliat was constantly insiniititing that the 
oppdsitioii were not working for the pub- 
lic good, but in obedience to the direction 
of their le.-ider. 

.Mr. (Irani tlidiight the mover and 
seconder deserved credit f(.ir saj-ing any- 
thing on tho matter contained in the 
sjieech. It did i\i>t lurnish much material 
for criticism. He thought that the 
present prosperity of the jirovince w.is 
due to the wave of iirosjierity tlnit was 
sweeping ii|) flic coast. While liullion 
was being proiliu-eil -li far south as 
Louisiana, British (,'obinibia had not a.^ 
yet produced any. This was no doulil 
duo to tho lack of railway facilities lo the 
mines, though ho thought tho government 
had not been aa energetic as they 
might in aiding tho quartz in- 
dustry. Ho fliouglit the giivernnitiiit 
had made a serious mistake in not .accept- 
ing the oti'er of the Island Mountain Co., 
inslead of erecliiig test works at Barker- 
viUe. Il.ad they doiii! so they would have 
tliorouglily (bjinonstraled the richness of 
Cariboo ipiartz, .and also succeeded in get- 
ting every dollar back. The government 
wore olforod thu works for a stated time, 
and could have set apart one or two days 
in tho week to tost ores from surrounding 
mines. Mo thought they would see tludr 
niiutake later on. \Vliih; nol finding fault 
with the sending up of " C " Battery, yet 
bo thought if the murderer of Voumans 
had been hanged in his own "illahie," tho 
trouble would never have occurred. Ho 
thought, however, the Skeena Indians 
had been taught a good lesson by the 
sending of "C" Battery tlim-e. He trust- 
ed the minerals case w ould soon be settled, 
for il w.'is a gn^at iiicoiu'eiiieiice lo min- 
ing ;in the province, (.'lainis on which 
buiuliiMls of thousands of dollars liad been 
spent were in .sf(((n 91(0 in consoquonco. 
Ho hoped that Victoria would not bo de- 
[u'ived of any of the powers which it now 
possessed whon thu county courts were es- 
tablished. He would like to know some- 
thing about the ?250,000 suit against tho 
O. P. R. Pliere was nothing said about 
it in the B|)eech. The lion, gentleman re- 
ferred to the(|uestion of iiide|)endeiicn of 
mombei'S, and claimed that supporters of 
the government voted blindly for any and 
all measures submitted, defeating tho ends 
of responsible goverhmont. He waa glad 
to soo the Hon. President of tho Council 
looking HO well, and trusted ho would long 
rtniiain with them, not in Ibis Llouse, be- 
cause he did not think ho should be tliero. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — Well, really, 1 
am becoming sympathetic for you ; you 
will got Boro throat if you],talk so much. 
(Laughter.) '.'■''[■■''''■■■,).■ 
Mr, Grant — It will bo commendable 
etting acre throat telling the truth, 
isfoae rsauming bis seat Mr. Grant 



expressed his thanks to Mr. Speaker 
for not picking him up in liis rambling 
statements. (Loud laughter and remarks 
of "That's the truth.") 

Mr. Davio had not the pleaaure of list- 
ening to the romaricB uf leader of the 
opjjosition, having come in only in time 
to hear his lust remark directed against 
tho purntcious practice of caucusing. He 
had always understood a caucus to mean 
tho calling together of a number of the 
members of the House to consider any im- 
portant subject. He tirst leaniod the 
meaning of a caucus, when the present 
leader of tho opposition was either leader, 
or a prominont member of tho government. 
Ho did not think that the hon. leader of 
tho opposition would deny that he 
originated the practice of cauouaing. He 
did not blame the hon. gentleman for con- 
demning in this government what he 
originated in his own, that he supposed 
was politics— but it cortjiinly opened the 
leader of the opposition himself to chatt', 
The (jhl, old cry that there was nothing in 
tho speech was buconiing a very tiresome 
argument for the minority to use, when 
they could find no fault with the speech 
or its contunts. Referring to tho hon. 
member for Cussiar, who condemned the 
government for not executing the 
ndian murderer of Youmans in 
II the presence of all tho tribe, 
r'hich be thought would have had a most 
nalutary ell'ect. He was at first taken by 
Ihe remarks of the hon. gentleman, which 
would have been quite to the point had it 
not been for the fact that Youmana' mur- 
derer was never executed at all, but his 
sentence commuted to a term of im- 
prisonment by tho Donnnion Govorninent, 
the Province having nothing to do with 
the matter. This was a fair example of 
how far the oppositii;n usually were astray 
in their facts when they found fault with 
tho government. After referring to the 
smelting works at Barkorvdle, he charac- 
terized the remarks of the opposition, 
in the words of the hon. gentleman from 
Cassiar, as very "rambling stjitemonts." 
The speech of the hon. member for Oas- 
siar was ono of the fairest- and best lui- 
tined he had ever hoard him make. 
Whilst accusing and condemning this gov- 
urnnieiit for making grants to syndicates 
instead of assisting individuals that hon. 
gentleman had blamed the government 
for not paying to a syndicate tho appropria- 
tion towards (piartz test-works in Carilxio. 
In relation to tho land (lueation ho thor- 
(iiighl)' endorsed the remarks of tho hon. 
member from Kootenay. Tho selling 
of all tho lands at the best prices that 
could bo obtained, and the quick settle- 
ment of all the land would prove that tho 
best and surest method of ensuring the 
pernmnent wealth and prosperity of tho 
province. Ontario had now millions of a 
surplus which had not been derived from 
a miserly policy of shutting up land such 
as advocated by the opposition, but had 
been giuiied by liberal development of the 
country's resources, and British Columbia 
had a brighter future and bettor resuurcos 
to dovulopo than ever Ontario had. 

Mr. Ladner wis glad that the agri- 
cultural as wull OS the mineral resources 
(jf the province were flourishing. He was 
in favor of tho land being liberally given 
out, but did not want tho land 
to bo handed over to specu- 
lators, and not actual settlors. 

Mr. Beaven rose to comment upon the 
iiiinarks of Mr. Theo. Davie, who, he 
stated, had been misinformed when told 
that t he system of government by caucus 
now ill use in this jirovince was originated 
by those who now sit on tho opposition. 
He (iMr. lieaven) condemned the forma- 
tion of the government policy in caucus 
and not on tho floor of tho House. 

Mr. Theo. Davie enquired of Mr. 
Boavon, through the speaker, if he hud 
never held a caucus. 

Mr. i'.eaveii — Xever of that description. 
He then eonlinued to term tho present 
.system of government a farce, and taking 
up the (juehlion of land sales, contended 
that the surplus in the treasury of the 
province of Ontario was not obtained 
from the sale of unsurveysd lands. 

Mr. Theo. Davie corrected hy repeating 
that he had s-iid tlnit Ontario owed her 
prosperity to the fact that no opportunity 
was lost sight of to develope the country's 
resources and consequently the prosperity 
of the eountry. 

Mr. Beaven concluded his remarks 
upon the 13th clause of tho reply under 
discussion by remarking that Providence, 
at times thought fit to inflict terrible 
plagues. For the last few years it had 
[ileased Providence to 

Mr. .Allen — To keep you out of power. 

xMr. Beaven— To ])lace in power very 
liail i,'overiniient8, a sample of which ho 
considered the present one to bo. Ho 
hoped that whatever government was in 
power inthefuture, they wouUl give every 
cla.ss of industry encouragomeut, and d(j 
all possible to ndvaiiCo the interests of tho 
province. 

'J'he resolution of reply to his honor's 
si)eech was then put and carried. 

The Hon. tho Provincial Secretary pre 
stmtod the report of kis mission to Ot 
tawa. 

Tho Hon. the Minister of Finance, pre- 
sented tho public accounts up till ,Iuno. 

( hi motion, the resolution thanking his 
hoii.pr for his gracious speech, was refer 
red to a s[iecial committee. 

1 1 was resolved that tho address in re- 
ply t<i the speech be presented to his 
lionor by the executive council. 

On motion, the House rose to meet 
again to-day at 2 p. m.
